GENERAL ORDER BY THE RIGHT JHON’BLE THE GOVERNOR 
GENERAL. 
FOREIGN DEPARTMENT, 
Camp Frrozrrorr, 
Tne 2p Fenrvary, 1846. 


The Governor General annownees to the Army andthe People of India, that he has received from 
His Excellency the Commander in Chief of the Army, a Report by Major General Sir Harry Sinith, 
K. ©. B., dated the 30th ultimo, giving the details of a complete Victory gained by the Troops under 
he immediate command of the Major General on the 28th January over the Sikh forces commanded, 
bv the Sirdar Runjoor Singh Mujethea. 

In this decisive and ghorous action, the Enemy's Infantry were dislodged fiom every position and 
Village they attempted to hold by rapid charges at the point of the bayonet :—Their Horsemen were 
liven from every part of the field by repeited charges, in which the superior valour of the European 
ind Native Gavalry was most conspicuous :—and the Artillery moving with its accustomed eelerity, 
was always well to the front, directing its fire with precision and effect. The result of these noble 
offorts of the Three Arms of Artillery, Cavalry, and Infantry in which the valour and discipline of 
the Troops were happily combined with the shill of the Communder, has been the signal defeat of the 
Enemy who was driven across the River with great loss, his Camp being captured and 52 pieces of 
Artillery remaining in the hands of the Victors. 

These Trophies in addition to those taken at Fprozshah and Moudkee, complete the number of 
143 pieces of Artillery taken in the field from the Lovins since the British Army moved frorh its Can- 
tonments to repel a mest unprovoked aggression on its Territories. 

Lo Major General Sir HH. Smith, and to the brave Troops he commanded, the Governor General 
conveys the tiibute of his admiration, and the grateful acknowledgments of the Government and the 
People of India. The service rendered was most important and was accomplished by the ability of the 
Commander and the valour of the Troops. 

The Governor General's thanks are due to Brigadier Wheeler who although still suffering from 
the wounds received at Moodkee, energetically Leaded his Brigade, composed of IL M.'s 50th Regi- 
ment, the 48th N. I., and the Sirmoor Battahon. Great praise is also due to Brigadiers Godby and 
Hicks who, with the 36th N. I. and Nusseree Battalion, H. M.’s 31st, and the 24th and 47th N. E, 
a the Village of Aliwal, drove the Enemy from it, and seized the Guns by which it was de- 

encned. 

The Governor Genoral has much satisfaction in observing the warm terms of admiration in which 
the Major General speaks of the Nusseree and Sirmoor Battalions and the Shekawattee Brigade under 
Brigadier ‘Penny, Captain Fisher and Major Forster. These Corps nobly emulated the example of the 
regular Regiments of Infantry. ; 

In short, the conduct of the Troops, Exropean and Native, Regular and Irregular, was throughout 
the Field an honorable zivalry in which every Corps bravely did its duty. 

Il. M.'s 18th Lancers on this ocegsion have added to their former reputation acquired in various 
Fields of Battle “in Asia, by routing the Enemy’s Cavalry in every direction, and by resolute charges 
of two of its Squadrons under Captain Bere and Major Smyth and Captain Pearson, enetrating the 
Enemy’s square of Infantry in which charges the Squadrons were gallantly supported by the 3d Light 
Native Cavalry under Major Angelo.

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are due in an especial manner to Brigadier Cureton, who Commanded the Cavalry. This Officer's whole 
life has been spent in the most meritoriéus oxertions in Europe and Asia, and on this occasion the skill 
and intrepidity with which the Cavalry Force was handled, obtained the admiration of the Army 
which witnessed their movements. 

The Government of India ever desirous to mark its grateful sense of the services of the Army, 
will cause 2 Medal to be presented to every Officer and Soldier of the East India Company’s Sorvico 
engiced in the Battle of Aliwal, and requests through His Excellency the Commander in Chief, that 
a Nonunal Roll may be furnished for that purpose.

Extract from a Dispatch from Ihs Excellency the Commander tn Chief to the Right Hon'ble the Governor 
General, dated \st February, 1846. 


* Meanwhile the Upper Sutlej has become the scene of very interesting operations. 


It is a strange feature of this War that the Enemy, pressed for su plies on his own bank, has been 
striving to diaw them from his Jageer States on this side of the iver. In the Town and Fort of 
Dhurmkote, which were filled with grain, he had in the second weck of January, a small Garrison of 
Mercenaries, Rohillas, Eusufzies, and Afghans, Major General Sir Harry Smith was, on the 18th, 
sent against this place with a single Brigade of his Division anda Light Field Battery. He easily 
effected its reduction: the Troops within it, surrendermg at discretion, after a few cannon shots, 
But, whilst he wag yet a march, | received inforination of a more serious chai icter. There remained 
little cause to doubt that Sirdar Runjoor Singh Mujeetya had crossed .rom Philour at the head of a 
numerous force of all Arms, and established himself a position at Baran Hara, between the old and the 
new courses of the Sutle}: not only threatening the City of Loodiana with plunder and devastation, 
but indicuting a determination to intersect the line of our communications at Busscean and Rackote. 


The safety of the rich and populous Town of Luodiana had been, in some measure provided for, 
bv the presence of three Battalions of N. I. under Brigadier Godby, and the gradual advance of our 
reinforcements, amongst which was included H. M.’s 53d Regt. and the position of the Shekawuttec 
Brigade near Bussecan gave breathing time to ns in that direction, But on the receipt of intelligence 
‘which could be rehed on, of the movements of Runjoor Singh and his apparent views, Major General 
Sir Harry Smith with the Brigade at Dhurmkote and Brigadier Cureton’s Cavalry, was directed tu 
advance hy Jugraon towards Loodiana; and his second Brigade, under Brigadier Wheeler, moved on

to support him. e 


Then commenced a series of very delicate combinations, the momentous character of which can 
only be comprehended, by reflecting on the task which had devulved on this Army of guarding the 
frontier from Roopur down to Mundete. The Major General breaking up from Jugraon moved to- 
wards Loodiana, when the Sirdar, relying on the vast superiority of his forces, assumed the initiative, 
and endeavored to intercept his progress, by marching on a line parallel to him, and opening upon his 
Troops a furions cannonade. ‘The Major Gencral continued coolly to manceuvre, and when the Sikh 
Sirdar bending round one Wing of lis Army, enveloped his flank, he eatricated himself by  retirin 
with the steadiness of a ficld day, by eschellon of Battahons, and effected his communication with 
Loodiana ; but not without severe loss, Reinforced by Brigadier Godby, he felt himself to be strong; 
but his manauvre had thrown him out of communication with Brigadier Wheeler, and a portion of his 
Baggage had fallen into the hands of the Enemy. The Sikh Sirdar took up an entrenched position at 
Buddawul, supporting himself on its fort ; but threatened on either flank by General Smith and Briga- 
dier Wheeler, finally decamped and moved down to the Sutlej. The British Troops made good their 
junction, and occupied the abandoned position of Buddawal The Shekawuttee Brigade and H. M.'s 
43d Regt. also added to the strength of the Major Gencral and he prepared to attack the Sikh Sirdar 
on his new ground. Bat, on the 26th, Ranjoor Singh was reinforced ate the right bank, with 4000 
Regular Troops, twelve pieces of Artillery and a large force of Cavalry. Embuldened by this acces 
sion of strength, he ventured on the measure of advancing towards Jugraon, apparently with the view 
of intercepting our communications by that route. 


It is my gratifying duty to announce that this presumption has been rebuked by a splendid 
Victory obtained over him. He bas not only been repulsed by tho Major General, bat his Camp at 
Aleewal carried by storm, the wholeof his Cannon and Munitions of War captured, and his Army 
driven headlong across the Sutlej, even on the right bank of which he found no refuge from the 
fire of our Artillery.

From Major General Sir H. Ssirn, K.C. B., Commanding, 
To the Adjutant General of the Army. 


Sir, 

My despatch to His Excellency the Commander in Chief of the 23rd instant will 
rave put His Excellency in possession of tho position of the Force under my Command, after having 
‘ormed a junction with the troops at‘Loodiuna, hemmed in by a formidable body of the Sikh Army 
inder Kunjor Sing and the Rajah of Ladwa. The Enemy strongly intrenched himself around the 
ittle Fort of Buddawul by breastworks and “ Abattis,” which ho precipitately abandoned on the nicht 
if the 22d instant, (retiring as it were upon the ford of Tulwun, having ordered all the Buats which 
vere opposite Phelor to that Ghat. This movement he effected during the night, and, by making a 
sonsiderable detour placed himself at a distance of ten miles, and consequently out of my reach, 
[ could therefore aiily push forward my Cavalry so soon as I had ascertained he had marched during 
the night, and I occupied immediately his vacated position. It appeared subsequently he had no 
‘intention of recrossing the Sutledge, but moved down to the Ghat of Tulwun (being cut off from that 
of Philor, by the pusition ay force occupied after its relief of Loodiana) for the purpose of protecting 
the passage of a very considerable reinforcement of 12 Guns and 4000 of the ane or “ Aieen” 
Troops, called Avitabille’s Battalions, entrenching himself strongly in a semi-circle, his flanks resting 
on the River, his position covered with from 40 to 50 Guns, (generally of large calibre) Howizers, 
and Mortars. The réinforcement crossed during the night of the 27th instant, and e camped to the 
right of the Main Army. 


Meanwhile His Excellency the Commander in Chief, with that foresight and judgment which 
narks the able General, had reinforced me by a considerable addition to my Cavalry, some Gans, and. 
the 2nd Brigade of my own Division under Brigadier Wheeler, C. B. This reinforcement reached me 
m the 26th and I had intended, the next morning, to move upon the Enemy in his entrenchments, but 
‘he Troops required one day’s rest after the long marches Brigadier Wheeler ad made. 


T have now the honor to lay before you the operations of my united forces on the morning of the 
eventful 28th January, for [lis Excellency’s information. The body of Troops under my Command 
having been encreased, it became necessary sv to organise and Brigade them as tu render them m 
able in action. The Cavalry under the Command of Brigadier Cureton, and Horse Artillery under 
Major Lawrenson, were put into two Brigades: the one under Brigadier Macdowell, C. B., and the 
other under Brigadier Stedman. The 1st Division as it stool—two Brigades H. M.'s 53d and 30th 
Native Infantry under Brigadier Wilson of the latter ead The 36th Native Infantry and Nusseree 
Battalion under Brigadier Godby, and the Shekawuttee Brigade under Major Forster. The Sirmoor 
Battalion I attached to Brigadier Wheeler's Brigade of the lst Division, the 42d Native Infantry 
having left at Head Quarters. 

At daylight on the 28th, my order of advance was the Cavalry in front, in contiguous columns 
of Squadrons of Regiments: two Troops of Morse Artillery in the intervals of Brigades. The Infan 
in contiguous columns of Brigades at intervals of ed ela distance. Artillery in the intervals, 
followed by iwo 8 inch Howitzers on travelling carriages, brought into the field from the Fort of Loodiana 
by the indefatigable exertions of Lieutt. Colonel Lane, Horse Artillery. Brigadier Godby’s Brigade, 
which I had marched out from Loodiana the previous evening on the night. The Shekawattee Infantry 
on the left. The 4th Irregular Cavalry and the Shekawuttee Cavalry considerably to the right for 
the purpose of sweeping the banks of the Wet Nullah on my right, and preventing any of the Enemy’s 
Horse attempting an inroad towards Loodiana, or any attempt upon the Baggage assembled round the 
Fort of Buddawul. 


In this order the Troops moved forward towards the Enemy, a distance of six miles, the advance 
conducted by Captain Waugh, 16th Lancers, the Deputy Assistant Quarter Master of Cavalry, Major 
Bradford, of the 1st Cavalry, and Lieutenant Strachey, of the Engineers, who had been jointly employed 
in the conduct of Patrols up to the Enemy’s pos.tion, and for the purpose of reporting upon the fic! ity 
and points of approach. Previously to the march of the Troops it had been intimated to me by Major 
Mackeson that the information by spies led to the belief the Enomy would move somewhere at day- 
light, either on Jugraon, my position of Buddawul, or Loodiana. On a near approach to his outposts 
this rumour was confirmed by a spy, who had just left his Camp, saying the Sikh Army was actuall 
in march towards Jugraon. My advance was steady, my Troops well in hand, and if he had antici- 
pated, me on the Jugraon road, I could have fallen upon his centre with advantage. 


From the tops of the houses of the village of Poorein I had a distant view of the Enomy. He 
was in motion, and appeared directly opposite my front on a ridge of which the village of Aleewal 
may be regarded as the contre. His left appeared still to occupy its ground in the circular entrench- 
ment: his right was brought forward and occupied tho ridge. I immediately deployed the Cavalry 
jnto line, ee moved on. As I neared the Enemy, the ground became most favorable for the Troops 
to mancouvte, being open and hard grass land. 1 ordered the Cavalry to take ground to the right and 
left by Brigades ; thus displaying the heads of the Infantry Columns, and, as they reached the hard

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forward 150 yards when, at 10 o'clock, the Enemy opened a fierce cannoniade from his whole line. At 
firat his balls fell short, but quickly reached us. Thus upon him, and capable of better ascertainin 
his position. T was compelled to halt the line, though under fire, for a few fhoments, until I ascertain 
that, by bringing up my right and carrying the Village of Aleewal, I could with great effect precipitate 
myself upon his left and centre, I therefore quickly brought up Brigadior Godby’s Brigade, and with 
it and the Ist Brigade under Brigadier Hicks, made a rapid and noble charge, carried the en 
and 2 Gans of large calibre. The line I ordered to advance, HW. M.'s 31st Foot, and the Native Reyi- 
ments contending for the front, and the Battle became general. The Enemy had a numerous body of 
Cavalry on the heights to his left, and I ordered Brigadier Cureton to bring up the right Brigade of 
Cavalry who, in the most gulfint manner, dashed in among thom, and drove them back upon their 
Infantry—meanwhile a second gallant charge to my right was made by the Light Cavalry and the 
Body Guard. The Shekawuttce Brigade was moved well to the right in ig se of Brigadier Cureton, 
when I observed the Enemy's encampment, and saw it was full of Infantry, | immediately brought upon 
it Brigadier Godby'’s Brigade, by changing front, aud taking the Isacmy’s Infantry “ en revers,” 
Bey drove them before them, and took some Guns without a check. 


* While these operations were going on upon the right, and the Enemy's left flank was thus driven 
back, I occasionally observed the Brigade under Brigadier Wheeler, an Officer: in whom I have the 
greatest confidence, charging, and carrying Guns and every thing before it, again connecting his line 
and gmoving on, in a manner which ably displaved the coolness of the Brigadier and the gallantry of his 
irresistible Brigade, TH. M.'s 50th Foot, the 48th N. TI. and the Sirmoor Battalion, although the loss was, 
I regret to say, severe in the 50th—upon the left Brigadier Wilson, with TH. M.'s 53d and the 30th N, 
1., equalled in celeritv and regularity their Comrades on the right, and this Brigade was opposed to the 
* Aijeen” Troops, called Avitabille’s, when the fight was fierecly raging. 


The Enemy, well driven back on his left and centre, endeavoured to hold his right to cover the 
passage of the river. and he strongly occupied the Village of Bhoondee. I directed a Squadron of the 
16th Lancers under Major Smyth and Captain Pearson to charge a body to the right of the Village, 
which they did in the most gallant and determined style, bearing every thing before them, as a Squa- 
dron under Captain Bere had previously done, going right through a square of Infantry, whaling 
about and re-entering the square in the most intrepid manner with the deadly lance. This charge was 
accompanied by the 3d Light Cavalry under Major Angelo, and as gallantly sustained. The largest 
Gun upon the field and seven others were then captiied, while the 53d) Regiment carried the Villago 
bv the Bayonet, and the 30th N. I. wheeled round to the rear in a must spirited manner. Lt. Col, 
Alexander's and Capt. Turton’s Troops of Horse Artillery under Major Lawrenson, dashed almost 
among the flying Infantry, committing great havock, until about 800 or 1000 men rallied under the 
high bank of a Nullah and opened a heavy but ineffectual fire from below the bank.

PROCLAMATION BY THE RIGHT HON BLE THE GOVERNOR GENERAL 
OF INDIA. 


FOREIGN DEPARTMENT, 
Kussoor, . 
Tue l4tn Fesrvuary, 1846. 


The Sikh Army has heen expelled from the left bank of the River Sutlej, living been defeated 
in every action, with the loss of more than 220 pieces of Field Artillery. 
The British Army has crossed the Sutlej and entered the Punjab. 


The Governor General announces by this Proclamation that this measure has been adopted by the 
Government of India, in accordance with the mtentions expressed in the Proclamation of the 13th 
December lost, as having been forced upon the Governor General for the purpose of “ effectnally protect- 
“ing the British Provinces—for vindicating the authority of the British Government, and for punishing 
“the Violators of Treaties and the disturbers of the Public Peace.” 


These operations will be steadily persevered in and vigorously A esa until the objects pro- 
posed to he accomplished are fully attuined; the occupation of the Punjab by the British forces will 
not be relinquished until ample atonement for the insult offered to the British Government by the 
infraction of the ‘Treaty of 1809 A. D., and by the unprovoked invasion of the British Provinces shall 
have been eaacted ‘These objects will include full indemnity for all expences ineurred during the 
War, and such arrangements for the future Government of the Lahore Territories as will give perfect 
security to the British Government against similar acts of perfidy and aggression. 


Military operations against the Government and Army of the Lahore State have not been under- 
taken by the Government of India froin any dezire of territorial aggrandizement. The Governor Gene- 
ral, as already announced in the Proclamation of the 13th December, “ sincerely desired to see a stron 
© Sikh Government re-established in the Punjab, able to control its Army and to protect its subjects." 
The sincerity of these professions is proved by the fact that no preparations for hostilities had been 
made, when the Lahore Government suddenly, and without a pretext of complaint, invaded the British 
Territories. ‘This unprovoked agyression has compelled the British Government to have recourse to 
arms and to organize the means of offensive warfare—and whatever may now befall the Lahore State, 
the consequences can alone be attributed to the misconduct of that Government and its Army. 

No extension of Territory was desired by the Government of India; the measures necessary for 
providing indemnity for the past and security for the future will however involve the retention by the 

vitish Government of a portion of the country, hitherto under the Government of the Lahore State. 
The extent of territory which it may be deemed advisable to hold will be determined by the conduct, of 
the Durbar, and hy considerations for the security of the British Frontier. The Government of Indiz 
will, under any circumstances, annex to the British Provinces the Districts, Hill and Plain, situated 
between the Rivers Sutlej and Beas, the Revenues thereof being appropmated as a part of the Indem- 
nity required from the Lahore State. 

The Government of India has frequently declared that it did not desire to subvert the Sikh Govern- 
ment in the Punjab; and although the conduct of the Durbar has been such as to justify the most 
severe and extreme meastires of retribution (the infliction of which may yet be fequined by sound policy, 
if the recent sets of violence be not amply atoned for and immediate As be a tendered) nevertheless 
the Governon General is stil willing that an op rtunity should be given to the Durbar and to the 

































Chiefs, to submit themackves to the authority of the British & t and by a Fetuny to good faith

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Tho Governor General therefore calls upon all those Chiefs who are the well-wishers of the des. 
cendants of Runject Singh, and especially such Chiefs as have not participated in the hostile proceedings 
against the Butsh Power, to act in concert with him for carrying into effect such arrangements as shall 
mamtain a Sthh Government at Lahore, capable of controlling its Army and protecting its subjects, and 
based upon principles that shall provide for the future tranquillity of the Sikh State, shall secure the 
British Frontier against a repetition of acts of raion = ail shall prove to the whole world the mode- 
ration and justice of the Paramount Power of India. 


If this opportunity of rescuiag the Sikh Nation from Military anarchy and misrule be neglected, 
and hostile opposition to the British Army be renewed, the Government of India will make such other 
arrangements tor the future Government of the Panjab as the interests and security of the British Power 
may render just and expedient.

The Governor General having reeenvel from Ths Excellency the Commander in Chief. the 
Despiteh annexed tu this piper, announces to the Amy and the People of India for the fourth time 
duane this Campaizn, a most unportant and memorable victory obtained by the Army of the Sutlej, 
over the Sthh forces at Sobraon on the 10th instant. 


On that dav the Hnemy » strongly entrenched Camp, defended by 35,000 men and 67 pieces of 
Artillery, eaclusive of heavy guns on the opposite bank of the River, was stormed by the British 
Army under the immediate Command of His Excellency Sir Hugh Gough, Bart, G. C, B., and in two 
hours the Sikh forces were driven intu the River with unmense loss, 67 gans bemy captured by the 
victors, 

The Governor General most cerdially congratulites the Command in Chief and the British 
Army on this exploit, one of the most daring ever achieved, by which au epen day. a uriple line of 
breast-works, flanked by formidable redoubts bristhnge with Artillery, manned by 32 Resular Rem- 
ments of Infantry, was assaulted and carnied by the forces under Uis Exvcellency’s Command, 


This import int operation was most judiciously preceded by a cannonade trom the heavy Howitzors 
and Mortars, which had arrived from Delhie on the &th instant, the same day on which the forces 
under Major General Sir Harry Smith which had been detached to Loodiana and had gained the 
Victory of Aleewal, rej med the Commandet in Chief's Camp. 


The vertieal fire of the heavy y Orduance had the effet intended by TLis Excellency —it shook the 
Enemy's confidence in works so well ant so laboriously constructed, and compelled them to seck shelter 
mn the broken ground within their Camp. 


The British Infantry formed on the extceme loft of the Ime, then advanced to the assault, and in 
spite of every impediment cleared the entrenchinents and entered the Enemy’s Camp. EL. M.’. 10th, 
53d and 80th Regiments, with the 33d, 43d, 59th and 63 N. 1, moving at a firm and steady pace, 
never fired a shot tall they had passed the barrters opposed to them— i forbearance much to be com 
mended and most worthy of constant tnutation to which may be attributed the success of their fist 
effort, and the small luss they sustained; this attack was crowned with the success it deserved and 
(led by its gallant Commander Major Genoral Sir Robert Dick) obtained the adiniration of the Army 
which witnessed its disciplined valour—when checked by the formidable obstacles and superior 
numbers to which the attacking Division was exposed, the Second Division, under Major General 
Gilbert, afforded the most opportune assistance by rapidly advancing to the attack of the Eaemy’s 
Batteries, entering their fortified position after a severe struggle, and sweeping through the interior of 
the Camp. This Division inflicted a very severe loss on the retreating Enemy. 


The same gallant efforts attended by the same guecess distinguished the attack of the Enemy's 
left made by the Ist Division under the command of Major Genera! Sir Hl. Smith, K. ©. B., in which 
the Troops nobly sustained their former reputation. 


These three Divisions of Infantry concentrated within the Enemy’s Camp, drove his shattered 
forces into the River, with a loss which far exceeded that which the most experienced Officers had: ever 
wi 

Thus terminated in the brief space of two hours this most remarkable conflict, in which the Military 
combinations of the Commander in Chief were fully and ably carried into effect with His E:xcéllencys 
characteristic energy. The Enemy's select Regiments of Regular Infantry have been dispersed’ and * 
large proportion destroyed, with the Joss, since the Campaigg: began, of 220 pieces of Artillety taken in 
action.

Major General Sir Robert Dick, K. C. B., who Jed the attach, received a mortal wound 
after ho had entered the Enemy’s Entrenchments. Thas fell most clorously at the moment of Victory 
this veteran Officer, displaying the same energy and intrepidity as when 3d years ago im Spain he was 
the distinguished leader of the 42d Highlanders 


The Army has also sustained a heavy loss by the death of Brigadier Tiylor, Commanding the 3d 
Brigade of the 2d Division, a most able Officer and very worthy to have been at the head of so distin- 
guished a Corps as H. M. 29th Regiment, by which he was beloved aud respec: ted. 


The Company’s Service has lost an excellent Officer in Captain Fisher, who tell at the head of the 
brave Sirmoor Regiment, which greatly distinguished itself. 


The Governor General has imuch satisfaction in again offering to Major General Sir Harry 
Smith, K. C. B., Commanding the Ist Division of Infantry, bis best thanks for lis gallant services on 
this occasion, by which he has added to lus well established reputatior 


The Governor Gencral acknowledves the meritorious conduct of Brigadier Penny and Brigadier 
Hicks, Commanding Brigades in the Ist Division.

Riait Hon’sie Sir, 

This is the fourth despatch which I have the honor of addressing #0 

since the opening of the Campaign. ‘Thanks to Alinighty God, whose hand I desire to acknowledge 

in all our successes, the occasion of my writing now is to announce a fourth and most glorious and 
decisive Victory! 

My Jast communication detailed the movements of the Sikhs, and our counter mancsuvres since 
the great day of Ferozeshah. Defeated on the upper Sutlej, the nemy continued to ocbupy his posi 
tion on the night bank, and his formidable tete-de-pent and entrenchments on the left bank of the give! 
in front of the main body of onr Army. But on the 10th instant all that he held of British Tergitory, 
which was comprised in the ground on which one of his Camps stood, was torn from his graap,ard, bis 


audacity was again signally punished by a blow, sudden, heavy and overwhelming. Itismy graseying 
dpty to detail the measures which have led to this glayious result. vse Baggett an 










* iba Enemy's works had been repeatedly reeonnoitéred during the time of ny Head . 
fixed at Nibalkce by myself, my Departmental Staff, and my Engineer and Artillery’ pi, Ale 
observations, coupled with the report of spies, convingad ua that there had dovalved:on wh, waisic 
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of. attacking in a position covered with formidable entrenchments not fewer. then eae ae 
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{ resolved, on the morning of the 10th, to dispose our Mortars and Battering Guns on the alluvial land 
within good ari of the Enemy’s works. To enable us to do this, it was necessary first tu drive in 
the Enemy’s pickets at the post of observation in front of Rodeewalla and at the little Sobraon. It was 
directed that this should be done during the night of the 9th; but the execution of this part of the plan 
was deferred, owing to misconceptions and casual circumstances until near daybreak. The delay was of 
Jittle importance as the event showed that the Sikhs had followed our example in occupying the two 
osts in force by day only. OF both therefore possession was taken without opposition. The battering 
and disposable Field Artillory was then put in position on an eatended semi-circle, embracing within 
its fre the works of the Sikhs, it had becn intended that the cannonade should have commenced at 
daybreak; but so heavy a mist hung over the plain and river, that it became necessary tu wait until 
the rays of the sun had penctrated it and cleared the atmosphere. Meanwhile, on the margin of the 
Sutlej on our left, two Brigades of Mayor General Sir Robert Dick's Division, under his personal 
command, stood ready to commence the assault agamst the Mnemy's extreme mygbt. His 7th Brigade, 
in which was the 10th Foot, reinforced by the ddd Foot, and led by Brizulier Stacy, was to hei the 
uttack, supported at two hundred yards distance by the 6th Brigade under Brigadier Wilkimoon. In 
reserve was the Sth Brigade under Brigadier the Hon’ble T. Ashburnham, which was to move forward 
fiom the entrenched Village of Rodeewalla, leaving if necessary a Regiment for us defence. In the 
centre Major General Gilbert's Division was deployed for support or attack, its right restmy on and in 
the Village of the little Sobraon. Major General Sir Harry Smith’s Division was formed near the 
Village of Guttah, with its meht thrown up towards the Sutlej. Brigadier Curcton’s Cavalry threaten- 
ed, by feigned attachs, the ford of Hurrechee and the Enemy’s Horse, under Rajah Lall Sing Mir, on 
the opposite bank. Brigadier Cainpbell, taking an intermediate position in the rea’ hetveen Major 
General Gilbert’s right and Major General Sir Harry Simith’s left, protected both. Major General Sir 
Joseph Thackwell, under whom was Brigadier Scott, held in reserve on our left, rea’ to act as crreum- 
stances might demand the rest of the Cavalry. 

Qur Battery of 9 pounders, enlarged into twelves, opened near the little Sobraon, with a Brigade of 
HJowntzers formed trom thelight Field Batteries and Proups of forse Artillery, shortly afterdaybreak. But 
it was half past six before the whule of out Artilery fire was developed. it was most spirited and well 
directed. t cannot speak in terms too lugh of the judicious disposition of the Guns, ther admirable 
practice, or the activity with wineh the cannonale was sustained. But notwithstanding the formi- 
dable calibre of our Tron Guns, Mort as and Towitzers, and the admirable way in which they were served, 
and aided by a Rocket Battery, it would hive been visionary to expect that they could, within any 
limited time, have silenced the fire of seventy pieces hclind well constructed Batteries of earth, plank and 
fascines, or dislodge Tioops covered either by rcdoubt or epaulments, or within a treble line of 
trenches, The effcet of the cinmnonmide was, as has since been proved by an inspection of the Camp, 
most severely felt by the Enomsy. but at soon became esident that the issue of this struycle must be 
brought to the a bitrament of VMiusqnetrs and the Bayonet. 

At mune o'clock Brigadier Sticv’s Briside, supporte lon either flank by Captains Horsford and 
Fordyce’s Batteries and Licutt. Colonel Lance's Troop of Horse Artillery, moved to the attack un adnur- 
able order. The Infantry and Guns arled each other cotrelatively. The former marched steadily on 
in line, which they haltcd only t> correct when necessary; the latter touk up successive positions at the 
gallop, unul at leneth they were wethin three hundied yards of the heavy Batteries of the Sikhs. Bat 
notwithstanding the regulanity and coolne-s and scientific Character of this assault, which Brigadier 
Wilkinson well supported, so hot was the fre of Cannon, Musquetry and Zumbooruks kept up by the 
Khalsa Troops, that it seemed fur some moments impossible that the entrenchments could be won 
under it, «But svon perscverms gallantry tuimmpbed, and the whole Army had the satisfaction to see 
the gallant Brigadier Stacy ’s Soldiers driving the Siklis in confusion betere them within the area of 
their encampment. The 10th Foot, under Lientt. Colonel Franks, now for the first time brought into 
serious contact with the Enemy, greatly distinguished themselves ‘This Regunent never fired a shot 
until ithad got within the works of the Enemy. The onset of He ML’s 53d oot was as gallant and 
cffective. ‘Phe 43d and 59th Native Infantry Brigaded with them, emulated both i cool determination. 

At the moment of this first success, I directed Brigadier the Jlomble T. Ashburnham’s Brigade to 
Inove on m support; and Major General Gubert’s and Sir Harry Suuth’s Divisions to throw out their 
Laight ‘Troops to threaten the works aided by Arullery. As these attacks of the centre and right com- 
meneed, the fire of our heavy Cruns had first to be directed to the right and then gradually to cease; 
but at one time the thunder of full 120 pieces of Ordnance reverberated in this mighty combat through 
the valley of the Sutlej; and as if was soon seen that the weight of the whole foree within the Sikh 
Camp was likely to be thrown upon the two Brigades that had passed its trenches, it became necessary 
to convert into close and serious artachs, the demonstrations with Skirmishers and Artillery of the 
centre and right, and the battle raged with inconceivable fury from right to left. The Sikhs even, 
when at particular points their entrenchments were mastered with the bayonet, strove to regain them by 
the fiercest conflict sword ju hand. Nor was it until the Cavalry of the left, under Major General 
Sir Joseph Thackwell, had moved forward, and ridden through the openings in the entrench- 
ments made by our Sappers, in single file and reformed as they passed them, and the 
3d Dragoons, whom no obstacle usually held formidable by forse appears to check, had on this day, 
as at Ferozeshah, galloped over and cut down the obstinate defenders ot Batteries and Field works, and 
until the fall weight of three Divisions of Infantry, with every Field Artillery Gun which could be sent 
to their aid had been cast into the scale, that victory finally declared for the British. The fire of the 
Sikhs firet slackaned and then nearly ceased, and the victors pressing them on every side precipitated 
them in masses over their Bridge and into the che ahs w sudden rise of 7 inches had rendered 
hardly fordable. In their efforts to reach the right bank through the deepened water, they suffered 
froth our Horge Artillery « terrible carnage. Hundreds fell under this cannonade; hundreds upon 
handreds, wes 4 deowned in attempting the perilous. Their awful slaughter, confusion and dis- 
thy wardsnchide would have enited*empaon I the beards their generona conquerors, if the

were opposed to them. Soldiers of small atature but indomitable spirit, they vied in ardetit ottraga }4 
the charge with Grenadiers of our own nation, and, armed with the short weapon of their mountei 
were a terror to the Sikhs throughout this great combat. ; 

Sixty-seven picces of Cannon, upwards of two hufhdred Camel Swivels, (Zumbooruks) numeérong 
Standards and vast Manitions of war captarel by our Troops, are the pledges and trophies of vbr vie. 
tors. The battle was over by cleven in the morning, and in the forengon T caused our Engineers ty 
burn a part and to sink a part of the vaunted Bridge of the Khalsa Army, across which they had bose: 
fully come once more to defy us, and to threaten India with ruin and devastation. 

We have to deplore a joss severe in itself, but certainly not heavy, when weighed in the balati¢s 
against the obstacles overcome and the advantages obtained. I have especially to lament the fall of 
Major Gonl, Sir Robert Dick, K. C. B., a gallant veteran of the Peninsular and Waterloo Campaigns, 
Ve survived only until evening the dangerous grape-shot wound which he received close to the Kaemy’s 
entrenchments, whilst personally animating by his dauntless example the Soldiers of H. M.’s 80th Regt, 
in their carver of noble daring, Major Gtnl. Gilbert, to whose cults and uneeasing exertions I have 
been so deeply indebted, and whose services have been so cminent throughout this eventful Campaign, 
and Brigadier Stacy, the leader of the Brigade, most hotly and successfully engaged, both received 
contusions, ‘hey were such as would have caused many men to retire from the field, bat they did 
not interrupt fora moment the efforts of these heroie Oulicers. Brinn tier MeLaren, so distinguished in 
the Campaigns in Aftghanistan, at Maharajpore, and now avin in our contlets with the Sikhs, has 
been badly wounded by a ball in the knee. Brigadicr Taylor, C. B., one of the most gallant and intelh. 
gent Ofhicers in the Army, to whom I have felt deeply indebted on many oceasions, fell in this fight at 
the head of his Brigade, im close cneounter with the enemy, and covered with honorable wounds, Bri- 
gadier Penny, of the Nusseeree Battalion, Commanding the 2d Brigade, has been wounded, but not, | 
trust, severely, Tam deprived for the present of the valuable services of Lieutenant Colonel JB. Gough, 
C. B., Acting Quarter Master General H. M.'s ‘Troops, whose aul L have so highly prized in 
all my Campaigns in China and India. He has received a wotnd from a grape-shot, which 
is severe but I hope not dangerous. Lt. Colonel Barr, Acting Adjutant General H. M.'s Fotees, 
whose superior merit as a Stat? Officer, 1 have before recorded, has suflered a compound fracture in 
dhe lett arm by a ball. It is feared that amputatiun may become necessary. Lieut. Colonels Ryan 
and Petit, of the 50th Foot, were both badly wounded with that Gallant Regiment. Captain Jolin Fisher, 
Commandant of the Sirmoor Battaliun, fell af the head of his vahant little Corps, respected and 
lamented by the whole Army. 

I have now to make the attempt difficult, nay impracticable, though I deem it, of expressing in 
adequate terms my sense of obligation to those who especially aided me by their talents and self- 
devotion in the hard-fought field of Sobraon. 

First, Right Hon'ble Sir, you inust permit me to speak of yourself before the action, I had the 
salistaction of submitting to you my plan of attack: and J cannot describe the support which | derived 
from tho circumstance of its having m all its detail. met your approbation. When a Soldier of such 
sound judyment and matured experience as your Lvcellency, assured me that my projceted operation 
deserved suecess, I could not permit my selt to doubt that, with the Llessmg of Divine Providence, the 
Victory would be ours, Nor did your assistance stop here. Though suffering severely from the 
effects of a full, and unable to mount on horseback without assistance, your uncontrolable desire to 
see this Army once more triumphant, carried you into the hottest of the fire, filling all who witnessed 
your exposure to such peril at once with admiration of the intrepidity that prompted it, and anxiety 
for your personal safety, involving so deeply in itself the interests and happiness of British India 
I must acknowledze also my obhgations to you for having, whilst 1 was busted with another portion 
of our operations, superintended all the arrangements that related to laying our Bridge across the 
Sutle} near Ferozepore. Our prompt appearance on this bank of the River after victory, and 
advance to this place, which has enabled us to surprize its Fort and encamp without opposition in one 
of the stronyest positions in the Country, is the result of this invaluable assistance. 

The Major Generals of Divisions engaged deserve far more commendation than I am able within 
the limits of a despatch to bestow. Major General Sir Robert Dick, as I have already related, has 
fallen on a field of renown worthy of his Military carcer and services, and the affcetionate regret of 
his Country will follow him to a Soldier’s grave. 

In his attack otf the Enemy’s left, Major General Sir Harry Smith displayed the same valour and 
judgment which gave him the Victory of Aliwal. A more arduous task has seldom, if eves, bees 
assined to a Division, never has an attempt been more glorionsly carried through. 

I want words to express my graditude to Major General Gilbert: not only have I to recotd that i 
this great fight all was achieved by him which, as Commander in Chief, I could desire to have executed: 
not only on this day was his Division enabled by his skill and courageous example to nha, over 
obstacles from which a less ardent spirit would have recoiled as insurmountable; but since the hear os 
which our Jeading columns moved out of Umballa, I have found in the Major General an Officer, who 
has not merely carried out all my orders to the letter, but whose zeal anid tact have enabled hin, Ht # 
hundred inatancea, to perform valuable services in exact anticipation of my “wishes. I beg axplicttly 
to recommend him to your Excellency’s special notice ad a Divisional Commander of the highest motit. 

Major Genl. Sir Joseph Thackwell has established a claim on this day to the »are conte 
amendation of having achieved much with « Cavalry Force, where the duty w be date 
consisted entirely of an attack on: Field Works, Hy i (alengs to be the purtiovtas provinee 
of Infantry and Artillery. His vigilance end activity throughout our opetations, and the saperiet 
meanet in which our outpost detios have heen cnrcied ow. ander his supetintendends, Aes my 
warmest ackpow! ts. : 7 . 8 a, 
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how gallantly, how sutceséfully this was done, T have befors endeavoured to relate. I feel certain that 
Brigadier Stacy and his noble Troops will hold their due place in your Excellency’s estimation, and that 
his merits will meet will fit reward. 

Brigadier Orchard, C. B., in consequence of the only Regiment under his Command that was 
engaged in the action, being with Brigadier Stacy's Brigade, attached himself to it, and shared all its 
dangers, glories and success. 

I beg as warmly and sincerely to praise the manner in which Brigadier Wilkinson supported 
Brigadier Stacy, and followed his lead into the Enemy’s works. ; 

Brigadier the Hon’ble T. Ashburnham manouvred with great coolness and success as a reserve to 
the two last mentioned Brigades. 

Brigadier Taylor, H. M. 23th, fell nobly as has already been told, in the discharge of his duty. 
He is himwelf beyond the reach of earthly praise; but it is my earnest desire that his memory miy be 
honored in his fall; and that his Regiinent, the Army with which he served, and his conntry, may 
aan that a Officer held a higher place in my poor estimation for gallantry or skill than Brigadier 
G. C. Taylor. 

Brisadior McLaren, C. B., in whom I have ever confided, as one of the ablest of the Senior Officers 
of this Force, sustained on this day, as 1 have before intimated, his already enviable repntation. 1 trust 
he may not long be kept by his wound out of the sphere of active exertion, which 1s his natural eletnent. 

Brigadiers Penny and Ticks Commanded the 2d Brigades of Major General Sir Harry Smith's 
Division, and overcame at their head the most formidable opposition. I bey to bring both in the most 
earnest manner to your notice, trusting that Brigadier Penny’s active services will soon beeomce onc 
more available. 

The manoouvres of Brizadier Cureton’s Cavalry, in attracting and fixing the a tention of Rajah 
Lall Sing Misr’s Horse, fulfilled every expectation which I had formed, and were worthy of the skill 
of the Officer emploved, whose prominent expluits at the battle of Aliwal, I have rece itly had the honor 
to bring to your notice. 

Brigadier Scott, C. B., in Command of the Ist Brigade of Cavalry, had the rare fortune of meeting 
and overcoming a powerful Infantry in the rear of a hue of formidable Field works, [ have to congra- 
tulate him on the success of the Noble Troops under him, and to thank him for his own meritorious 
exertions. Iam quite certain that your Excellency will bear them in mind. 


Brigadier Campbell’s Brigade was loss actively employed; but all that required of it was most 
ereditably performed. The demonsiation on the Enemy’s left by the 9th Lancers, towards the conclu- 
sion of the battle, was made in the best order under a sharp cannonade. 


Brigadier Gowan, C. B., deserves my best thanks for his able arrangements, the value of which 
was so fully evmeed in the fust hour and a half of this conflict, when it was almost exclusively 
an Artillery fight. Brigadiers Brldulph, Brooke and Dennyss supported him m the ablest way 
throughout the day, and have given me the most effectual assistance utider every circumstance of the 
Cainpaign. 

The effective practice of our Rockets on the wing, under Brigadier Brooke, elicited my particular 
admiration. 

Brigadier Smith, C. B., had made all the dispositions in the Engineer Department, which were in 
the hivhest degree judicious and in every respect excellent. On theevening of the 9th instant, Brigadier 
Irvine, whoce name is associated with one of the most brilliant events in our Military history, the cap- 
ture of Bhuitpore, arrived in Cump. The commind would of course have devolved on him ; but with 
that generosity of spirit which ever accompanies trae valour and ability, he declined to assume it, in 
order that all the credit of the work which ho had begun, might attach to Brigadier Smith;—For 
himself, Brigadier Irvine sought only the opportanity of sharing our perils in the field, and he per- 
sonally accompanied me throughout the day. Brigadier Smith has earned a title to the highest praise 
which I can bestow. 


To the General Stuff I'am in every way indebted. Nothing could surpass the activity and intelli- 
gence of Lt, Coll. Garden and Major Grant, who are the heads of it, in the discharge of the duties of 
their Departments, ever very laborious, and during this Campaign almost overwhelming. Both yet 
suffer under the effects of wounds previously received. Lt. Coll. Drummond, C B., Dy. Qr. Mr. Genl., 
and Lt. Arthur Becher, Dy. Asstt. Qr. Mr. Genl., ably supported the former, and the exertions of Cap- 
tains Anson and Tucker, Asstts. Adjt. Genl., hase been most satisfactory to the latter and to myself. 


Lt. Coll. Parsons, Dy. Comy. Genl., has evinced the most successful perseverance in his important 
endeavors to supply the Army. He has beon ably aided at Head Quarters by Major W. F. Thomp- 
son, C. B. and Major Curtis, Sub-Asstts. Comy. General; all three of these Officers were most active 
in conveying my orders in the Battle of Sobraon in the face of every danger. I have, in the most 
explicit way, to record the same intellivence and ability, and the same activity and bravery, in the case 
of Jt, Coll. Birch, Judge Advocate General, both as respects Departmental duties, and active attendance 
on me in the field. I have already spoken of the loss which I have sustained by Lt, Colls. Gough 
and Barr being wounded, The exertions of both in animating our Troops in moments of emergency, 
were laudable beyond my power to praise. Lt. Sandys, 56th Regt. N. 1, Post Master of the Force, 
assisted in conveying my orders, Supg, Surgeon B. Macleod, M. D., has heen indefatigable in the 
ulfilment of every requirement of his important and responsible situation. I am ontirely satisfied with 
his exertions and thatr results, J must bring to notice aay die seit of Field Surgeon }. Steel, M. D., 
and Sut gerd Graham, M. D., in charge of the Depdt of Sick, 
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J have to acknowledge the services in the Command of Regiments, Troops and Batteries, or on selec; 
and particular duties in the Engineer Department, of the following Officers, and to recommone 
them to vour Eacellency’s special favor, viz. Major F. Abbott, who laid the Bridge by whiet 
the Army crossed into the Punjab, and who was present at Sobraon, and did excellent service 
Captun Baker and Lieutt. John Becher, Engineers, who conducted Brigadier Stacy’s column

We were in this battle again honored with the presence of Prince Waldeemar of Prussia and the tn 
Notlemen in bis suite, Counts Oriola and Greuben: Here as at Moodkee and Ferozeshah, thes 
distinguished visitors did not content themselves with a distant view of the activn, but throughout 
weie tu be seen in front wherever danger most urgently pressed. 


The loss of the Enemy has been immense, An estimate of it must be formed with a due allow 
ance for the spirit of exaggeration which pervades all statements of Asiatics, where their interests leads 
them to magnify numbers. But our own cbvervation on the river banks, and in the Enemy’s Camp 
combined with the reports brought to our Intelligence Department, convince me that the Khals- 
casualties were between eight and ten thousand inen killed and woun led in action and drowned in the 

assage of the river. Among the slain are Sirdars Sham Sing Attareewalla, Generals Golab Sing 
Koo ta and Hea Sing Toupee, Sirdar Kishen Sing, son of the Jemadar Khooshall Sing, General 
Maka uck Ally, and Hahee Buy, and Shah Newaz Khan, son of Futtch-ooddeen Khan of Kusseor 
The body of Sham Sing was sought fur in the captured Camp by his followers; and respecting ¢h 

allantry with which he is reported to have devoted himself to death rather than accompany the Acmy 
in its Hight, I forbad his people being molested in their search, which was finally successful. , .

Jt has at leastg in 
Providence, once more expelled the Sikhs from our Territory, and planted our Standards in the sid © 
the Punjab. After occupying their entrenched position for nuarly a month, the Khalsa Army &M 
perhaps mistaken the caution which induced us to wait for the necessary materiel for timidity.
